line to tho Baltic Sea resorts in this area. It is not 
clear whether it will be reconstructed for the same pur- 
pose or whether it S's to establish a connection to Soviet 
naval bases possbily established in this area. As early 
as late Hatch 1950 the imminent reconstruction of this line 
was announced in the local press but the work itself was 
not started. For sl^.etch, see Annex. The stoppage of the 
road construction indicates possible Soviet lack of in- 
terest in this area at present.
